Philosopher's Forum 



Grace's Politics and Morals 
Philosophical Society's Topic 



Professor Antonio D'Andrca of 
the Italian Section of the Romance 
Languages Department of McGill 
is reading a paper tonight before 
the Philosophical Society in Divin- 
ity Hall. His paper is entitled "Ben- 
edetto Croce— Politics and Morals." 

Professor D'Andréa studied In 
Italy as an undergraduate and he 
was awarded a Doctor's degree 
from the University of Pisa. He Is 
a man of wide' learning, particular- 
ly within the field of literature and 
philosophy, and came to this uni- 
versity recently to start the new 
Italian Section. 

Croce, the subject of his paper, 
was born in 1886' at Pescasscroli, 
Aquila and later was educated at 
the University of Rome. In lti03 he 
founded, and edited from then un- 
til 1037. "La Critica Rlvisla di Let- 
teratura, Storia, e Filosbfia." In 1010 
he was Senator and in 1020-21 held 
the position of Minister of .Publie 
Instruction. After the collapse of 
Fascist Italy in the last war he was 
called upon again as ^ statesman to 
cet his country upon firmer founda- 
tions. 



As an author, he has been wri- 
ting since the turn of the century 
and his books are widely read in 
translations. Some of his principle 
works are •■Filosofia Come Scicnza 
dello Spirito," a long series "I 
Scrittorl d'ltalia." In English trans- 
lations his books are entitled "Goe- 
the," "The Poetry of Dantp," "His- 
tory as the story of Liberty," "Pol- 
itics and Morals," "Historical Ma- 
terialism and the economics of 
Karl Marx," "Glambattista Vlco" 
and "Aesthetjcs." , . 

Last year George Alien & Unwln 
Ltd. published a|t>oi^^alIed, "My 
Philosophy and ouwr essays oii the 
moral and politieai problems of our 
time." These selections representing 
Croce's philosophy were made by 
Professor R. Kiibansky of the Mc- 
Gill Philosophy Dept. This paper 
on the thought of Croce, whose life 
has been that of a philosopher, 
statesman, .literary critic and his- 
tb^ànl shotild have a wide appeal 
to students of all fields of study, 
not only those concerned with phil- 
osophy, politics, lileratuse and' his 
toryi

MacLennan Sayst 

1900's Fiction Hero Is 
God's, Satan's Lonely Man

"The hero of serious fiction tn 
the twentieth century is God's or 
Salon's lonely man", said Hugh 
MacLennan last evening in an ad- 
dress to members of the St. James 
Literary Society on "The Hero of 
Modern Fiction." 

Because the modern reader. In- 
doctrinated with psychological con- 
cepts, could not believe In an 
Eodlpus or a Hamlet; and because 
modern specialization has broken 
down the communication between 
man with man, the tragic role Is no 
longer played by the Individual, 
but by the nation. Despite .- this 
tendency, however, there, -ha v>i 
been novels centered around u 
single hero. •. ' ^ 

Some heroes— Upton Sinclalm'x 
Lanny Budd, for example— are 
popular because they are the ven- 
icles by which the^ reader can 
identify himself with' a' day-dream. 
"There is a great deal of money lo 
be' made from dreams", said Mr. 
MacLennan. 

"The hero searching for him- 
seif Is the main thread runnini 
through Conrad's ■ novels. Though 
all his heroes differ, their common 
denominator is their representation 
of some aspect of Conrad's own 
character— usually bis search for 
himself." 

Galsworthy's heroes, too, are 
lonely-perhaps even lonelier than 
Conrad's. Conrad's heroes 'are lone- 
ly^bjèausc^^^^^ 
Galvrart^yVËMausrlâcy try to be 
true prototypes of their class. 

Somerset Maugham Introduced 
the first of a long chain of admir- 
able villains. He failed to create a 
great hero because he did hot pu( 
himself through the supreme test 
of living in the soul of his created 
character— aloof, "dry, ironic, he re- 
mains outside. 

"Paton, in "Cry the Beloved 
Country'' has created the first great

hero sinraEUiosi^f^Conrad,'* said 
MacLennan, "and may achieve 
greatness, should his' novel survive 
the test of time." 

MacLennan closed his address 
with a quote from Maugham: "We 
go to fiction for a sense of compan- 
ionship.

However, such a use would be a very good 
weapon for the Communists ideologically and 
would also in a way set à pjcccdenl which 
many arc afraid of. Yet I feel that the Rus- 
sians when' the time was ripe would not hesi- 
tate to use it either. 

I feel that we should not back down now. 
Conmmnism is insidious and sadistically vic- 
ious. Such a life as Ihey jiniposc is rotten. 
There arc practically none who do not know 
and feel war to be horrible and disintegrating. 
Howevei;, to fear war because it is more im- 
mediate and active than Russian Coinniiinisin 
if worse. Let us hope that we can get tiirou^li 
this division of the woi ld witlioul a world war.

It Is always refreshing' to see 
early and lesser-known works of 
famous artists — often because one 
has become surfeited with various 
criticisms and reproduction of an 
artist's well-known work. The 
paintings' from the Vollard Collec- 
llan, 'now'at the Museum ot Fine 
Arts, comprise an Interesting and 
sometimes aurprislng collection 
from modern French masters. 
Renoir undoubtedly forms the nu- 
cleus of the exhibition, and the 
thlrty-seveii examples of his nils 
and pastels range from minlalure 
portraits to large landscape scenes. 
It Is unfortunate that the cata- 
logue did not list the dates of many 
of the paintings so that the visitor 
could compare to his own satU- 
faction the early development of 
the Renoir style, Bonnard, Cezanne, 
Degas, Gaugln, Picasso, Redon, and 
Rouault are the'other French |na3- 
ters represented: Cezanne's "For* 
trait de Paysan" Is an excellent ex- 
ample of his later portrait style, 
and Picasso's ''Femme Assise"— the 
only Plcaso In the show— is an early 
study In. blue, arresting both for its 
cool colour and simple lines; Degas' 
"Danseuses" was, for this reviewer, 
a rather disappointing pastel, with 
his characteristic grace ot form and 
movement blurred.

Hero of 
Modern Fiction." 

' Because the modern reader, in

It Is alwaya refreshing to see 
early and lessèr-kno^vn works of 
famoua artlat»:^flen because one 
haa become aurfelled with varioua 
criticismB and reproduction of an 
artist's well-known work. The 
paintings from the Vollard Collec- 
tion, now at the Museum ot Fine 
Arts, comprise an Interesting and 
aametlmes aurprlalng collection 
from modem ' French maaters. 
Renoir undoubtedly tormi the nu- 
cleus of the exhibition, and the 
thirty-seven examplea of hli oils 
and'pastela range from miniature 
portraits to large landscape scenes. 
It Is unfortunate that the cata- 
logue did not list the dates ot many 
of the paintings so that the visitor 
could compare to his own satis- 
faction ttie early development of 
the Renoir style, Bonnard, Cezanne, 
Degas, Gaugin, Picasso, Redon, and 
Rouault are the other French mas- 
ters represented: Cezanne'a "Por- 
trait dc Paysan'' is an excellent ex- 
ample of his later portrait style, 
and Picasso's "Femme Assise"— the 
only Picaso in the show— is an early 
study In blue, arresting both for Its 
cool colour and simple lines.
